NEGLECT THAT IS CRIMINAL

The Enormous Lioss Sustained by the State
Throngh Mud-Locked Highways.

EINTS FOR THE NEW E0AD COMMISSION

IWEITTEN FORE THE DISPATCH

The recent recommendstions of Governor
Hill, of New York, as well as previous sug-
gestions by the Governors of Massachusetts,
Tenosylvanis and New Jersey to the Lagis-
latures of those States, advocating improved
Biste legislation on the question of publie
highways, as well as the subsequent ae-
tion of sowe of these States iu this matter,
together with the active efforts for reform
advoeated by certain enterprising represen-
tatives of the press in these States, and es-
pecially the original method of presenting
the subject as adopted by THE DisparcH,
seem o indicste that public thought is be-
ing aroused to the necessity of some revision
of our present system of road msintensnce
and copstruction.

Ameriea is sadly behind all European
nations in the science of road building and
road legislation. England, Germany, and
notably France, possess highways ramifying
the entire country which would do eredit to
many an American city. Foreigners ex-
press the greatest surprise, not more at our
usual prodigality in expenditure than at
the indifference which we manifest in the
subjeet of good country ronds. In ancient
States hichway: and media for transporta-
tion were reliable indices of & nation’s pro-
gressiveness, Rome in ber palmiest days
devoled her besi energies and public reve-
nues 10 the construction of durable roads,
and ever to-day in Pern are found road-
waye constructed by the Incas hundreds of
years ago which surpassed in their constrac-
tion sopything which the present day can
prodace.

THE RBOADS A LIVE ISSUE.

Our energy has been so much absorbed
with the construction of railroads, water-
ways and the like, that country roads, the
eapillaries which supply the main ar-
teries of railroads, have been relegated to a
subordinate place. But the practical sense
of the present day is beginning to assert it
pell, and the attitude assumed by a few pro-
pressive newspapers implies that there is a
slight aw akening to this species of negleet,
which annuaily costs the State of Penosyl-
vania wore than she expends for State im-
provemients,

The immensity of this waste and the false
policy which permits our roads fo be so
peglested has been made the subject of con-
siderable study by political economists, and
all are lond in their calls jor reform in our
syvstems. Prof. I, T. Ely, ove of America’s
most celebrated economists and an emi-
nently practical writer, writes as follows
of the waste which is caused by poor high-
WEYS:

'{Onr public roads which exist in the
United States are the poorest which exist in
any civilized country., The loss which this
entails upon the agricultural community
snd the community at large is enormous,
It requires more horse power to haul agiven
loud & given distance, and the waste result-
ing from the wear and tear of wagons and
vehicles every year would amonnt to many
williovs of dollars, It was estimated some
vears ago that improved pavements in Ber-
fin would save owners of horses, on sn ave-
rage for esch horse, considerable over §25.
There are over 10,000 000 of horses in the
TUnited States; and if, to be quite within
bounds, we place the annual saving which
would resuit from first-class roads through-
out the country at $10 per horse, it would
amount to over $100,000,000, which is the
interest on §2,000,000,000,

**This is probably moderste, and the farm-
ers will bear me out, 1 am confident, when I
eay that in this part of the Uniled States at
Jeast §15 per borse is o very low estimate for
the sunual savieg which would result from
excellent roads. The saving of vehicles
must be added to horseflesh, and when it is
remembered that with good roads one horse
would often suffice where two are now
necessary, and aiwavs two where three are
now required, it will be admitted that §20 «
horse is not an exiravagant estimate for the
conntry.”

AN ENORMOUS LOSS TO FARMERS,

The above estimate is undoubtediy far too
low for the western half of Pennsylvania,
where the waste occasioned by poor roads is
sggravated by the mountainous character of
the country.

1n the teoth consus an  sttempt was made
to obtaio some extimate of the cost of trans-
portation of grain from the farm to the rail-
yoad, and the results varied from 20 cents to
$2 for bauling 100 bushels one snile, and
the report on the subject stated that it was
impossible for wheat to be grown at a distance
of 20 miles from the railroad, as the cost of
trausportation would consume all the profits.

‘What a loss is thus inflicted upon all the
nullyinr eountry not having railroad facili-
ties! Ii this is true in the carriage of whest
kow much moreso is it true of those t;:md-
uets of greater bulk and more perishable
natare. A New York writer recently writ-
ing on this subject has comoputed thata
team on any kind of a permanent rond, snch
&8 ehould be constructed in Pennsvlvanis,
could draw four times as much &s on our
present dirs ronde in good condition. Com-
pute what a gain this wonld all be o the
commuuity, and when we consider that the
erdinary Pennsylvania road, as it now is,
is not always in good condition, that from
Beptember to May, or seven moanths in the
year, ordinary roads are either entirely im-
passable or practionliy so, we begin to ses
the urgent necessity of reform in our system
of road coustruction.

Why are those farms located mear the
eity so much more waluable than o
and why do farmers yearly sbandom goo
farms to take up their abode in the cities ?
‘We need not look beyond our roads for an
mdeguaie cause, It must bea patent fact
that sgriculitural lands nesrto s city are
largely valuable becsuse of ense of trans
portation of their farm produets,

Improve these means of tracsportstion,
either by macadamizing them or by sub-
stantial and sclentific dirt roads, and you
will accomplish the same result as if the
murket were brought that much pearer to

farmer, You will thus increase the
value of all .ands and all farm products,
HOW T0 ENHANCE VALUES,

Basing an estimate upon the div
in the value of lands accessible 10 8 pood
market and those less advantageously situ-
ated, it is not improbable that all the sgri-
enlturnl land in Pennsvivania would be en-
haoeed in value from five to ten doliars per
nere if good highways were built. Ou the
Jow estimate of five dollars per acre, the
Jand alone, which amonnts to 28 990,000
ncres, would be increased in walue $133,950,-
000; and when nl.ddwl.hemwmdyn! horse-
flesh, wesr and tear of harness and vehicles,
time, eic., we have aeredit account which
epesks volomes for some improved system
of highways,

But the materisl welfareof the people
sbould pot more concern the legislator than
the moral and intellectusl improvement,
sund good ronds would uaguestionsbly do
much to make residents of au country en-
joy mauy of the influences of eity life which
are pow denied them., Were it easier to
traverse the distance, farmers living within
& radins of five to ten miles from the city,

PRESENT METHODS OF XO AVAIL.

Road legisiation in the United States is
backward. While on other gquestions of
equal moment the advancing tide of civili-
zation has been met with competent legisla-
tion, on this subject practically no change
has been made in our policy since colonial
days, when the present system was the only
one practicable. By our present method of
local eontrol roadways are often built where
little needed and atterward permitted to
fall into disuse; no classification or roads is
made and public and private, connty and
townehip highways receive the same degree
of attention. In additt;ou to this, in %nying‘
oul & new road under the t regime o
control by county boqu thonght is
taken of grades aud drainage than of util-
iging that Jand which ean be used in mo
other way. Under thissystem men are fre-
quently appointed who, while practical
enough no doubt, have had wo previous ex-
perience in road building, and whose only
qualifieation is that they are among the
largest taxpayers of the commuuity.

None of the Pennsylvania towns, so far as
I know, possess skilled engineers to lay out
und eonstruct roads; while instead they are
determined upon by the Conrt of Quarter
Sessious on a line fixed by six viewers of the
neighborhood, appeinted by the court.

1= 1t to be wondered at that such haphas-
ard legislation shounld resultin onght eis=
than the poorest kind of roads, especially
when we consider that these roads are built
and maintained by a labor tax nnder the
supervision of an unskilled road master,

ADDING INSULT TO INJURY.

Any attempt to remedy existing evils
must necessarily entail the abolition of ecor-
rection of the present method or “‘working
out” road taxes. This has been suf-
ficiently caricatured in the to need no
further condemunation. Omitting the fact
that more time is consumedin telling stories,
discussing polities, religion and local topics
than upon the labor itself, the work accom-
plished is usually so desultory and un-
seientific that more barm is frequently done
to traffic for months after than the eventual
bencfits resulting thersirom. Many a time
has the writér seen roads left, heaped up
with sods and other indigestible stuff which
would not be‘removed for weeks, either be-
cause the farmers could spend their time
more pmﬁtnblg“lt other pursuits, or else
their time bad been worked out,

The first and indispensable requisite neces-
sary for any improvement at all in our roads
is the employment of a competent engineer,
possessing sufficientauthority to plaa and lay
out all new roads and to direct all improve-
ments which he may consider pecessary to
be made. This is a matter of prime neces-
sity, and the cost of such an engineer would
easily be saved by the more efficient direction
of labor which wou!d result. In additionto
this every several adjoining townships, or
at least every county, should possessa steam
roller or road machige, which may be
secured for $£5,000. Such a machine will
pay for itself in & wvery short time, and
seientific road builders waintain that good
dirt roads—f{or macadam rosds are not to be
hoped for as vet—cunnot be coustructed
without one,

It is extremely doubtful if any county
can be induced to go farther than thisin
road legislation at present in view of the
constant fear of increasing the burden of
iaxation which wonld be incurred, It is
ceriain, however, that so long as our roads
are maintained by vur present methods, just
so long will the highwaysof the United
States eontiaue to be the worst in the civil-
ized world.

THE LEGISLATURE MUST LEAD.

Prof. Jenks, who has made a detailed and
exhaustive study of the system of road mak-
ing in foreign countries, muintains that all
initiative must come from State legislation,
inasmuch as the rural population are very
conservative of old customs and slow to in-
cur any unnecessary expense. He sugpests
in addition:

That a State engineer or Board of Eagi-
neers be l.ppoinhgl with certain supervisory
powers over the counties, which latter
sbouid be permitied to retain perfect au-
tonomy in the administration of details,
btll’tl shouid work in concert so far s pos-
sible.

Io addition to this board, each coun
should provide for an engineer, empo
with sofficient authority to lay out new
highways when needed, repair old ones and
determine all minor questions of width,
grade and drainage. In order to reduce un-
necessary expense be might also be Conuty
Surveyor.

The Board «f County Su sors, which
now exists, should divide county into
road districts, whieh might correspond to
townships. Each district should maintain
one or two men, employed within the dis-
trict npon the roads the entire year; who
shall be nader the direet surveillance of a
distriet road commissioner, who should also
be a competent man and answerable to
the conuty engineer,

This plan, which is substantially the same
as many European countries have adopted,
entirely abolishes the system of labor levy,
unless it can occasionally be used in road
construction or where made necessary by
repairs in the spring of the year,

The common objection to a m of this
kind wiil ol course be that of inereased tax-
ation from the employment of salaried offi-
cials. But when we coosider the preseut
wastelul system of labor, as well as the di-
rect loss, together with the social effects re-
sulting from our present vpoor means of
communication, it must be conceded that
even considerable anaditional expense—
which is not conceded as necessary—oonld
not be ineurred in a better way,

EEDUCING PASSENGER RATES,

The Baltimore nod Ohie Rond Meets the
Competitioa of the Eloctric Rallway.

Division Agent E. D, Swmith,
of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Com-
pany, yesterday issued notice to the public
that the company would reduce the iocal
passenger rates to fake effect May 1. The
most pleaging feature lo patrons is some-
thing new in the way of ten trip tickets
which may be used by anybody. The re-
duction is from 15 to 20 per cent and will

The round trip Braddock rate will be re-
duced from 55 to 38 cents. The round trip
rate to McKEeesport is now 78 cents and will
be reduced to 60 cents.

The change was made
to meet the competition from the Second
avenue electric railway, which has cut
beavily into the receipts of thegrailroad
company between this city and Hrzelwood.

Judge McEl-
vaine found that the botel in question was
one of good repute of 40 years' standing,
and while he regarded it as a necessity to
the stranger in Little Washington and had
been during all time he did not
find the to be a necessity—
that is, it was not a necessity within a ne-
cessity. Tbe proprietor, some travelers, and
also some citizens of the town took issue
